27. (currently amended) A method for treating cardiotoxicity caused by a lipophilic or 
aiTiphiphiiic anesthetic agent, which comprises infusing a lipid emuision composition 
intravenously whereby the anesthetic agent permeates the lipid emulsion composition 
and is withdrawn from the bloodstream, said lipid emulsion comprising an soybean oil, 
an emulsifier, a tonicity modifier, and water, wherein the soybean oil is present in an 
amount in the range of about 10 to about 30 percent by weight, the water is present in 
an amount in the range of about 70 to about 90 percent by weight, and the emulsifier is 
present in an amount in the range of about 1 percent to about 5 percent by vv^eight, 
wherein said anesthetic agent is selected from the group consisting of bupivacaine, 
lidocaine, tetracaine, and etidocaine. 

28. (previously presented) The method of claim 27 wherein the lipid emulsion 
composition comprises about 20 weight percent oil, where the oti is soybean oii, about 2 
weight percent tonicity modifier. Vv'here the tonicity modifier is glycerin, and about 1 
weight percent emulsifier where the emulsifier is egg yolk phospholipids, and about 80 
weight percent water. 

29. (previously presented) The method of claim 27 wherein the lipid emulsion 
composition is intravenousiy infused at an initial rate in the range of about 7,5 milliliters 
per kilogram per minute for a time period of about 30 seconds followed by a steady- 
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state rate m the range of about 3 rriiliihters per kilogram per minute for a time period of 
about 2 minutes
